But I ſpeake of this ſubic, 
eſpecially to cſtabliſh and ſettlethem, thar 
ſuſpect Gods power, or Gods purpoſe, to 
ſuccour thoſe, who in forraine parts, grone 
vnder hcauie preſſures in matter of Re- 
ligion, or to reltorethoſe, who in forraine

there was Semen Creaturarum , The Seed of 
all Creatures in that ſtuffe, Bur for the ſtufe 
it {clfe, the Heauen and Earth, God had not 
Semen (eli, any ſuch ſecd of Heauen as that 
he could ſay to it, doe thou hatch a Heauen; 
he had not any fuch Semen terre, as that hee 
could bid that grow vp into an Earth: 
There was nothing at all,and all, that ts, was 
produced from that ; and then who ſhall 
doubt ofhis proceeding, it bya little he will 
doe much? He ſuffered his greater works 
to be paraleld, orto be counterfeit by Pha- 
raohs Magicians, but in his leaſt, inthe ma- 
king of Lice, hee brought them to confeſſe 
Digttum Dei, the finger of God; and that 
was cnough ; The arme of God,the hand of 
God needsnot ; where he will worke, his 
finger is enough, It was nor that imagina- 
tion, that dreame of the Rabbins,that hinde-

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red the Magicians , whoſay, that the Deuil 
cannot make any Creature,leflc then aBar- 
ley corne;z As itis with men , they miſcon- | 
celue it to be with the Dewilltoo ; harder to 
make a little clocke, a little picture, any 
thing in a little, then in a larger torme, That | 
was no part of the reaſon 1n that caſe : but 
{ince man ordinarily eſtecmes it ſo, and or- 
dinarily admires great workes 1n little 
forme, why will he not be content to glo- 
rifie God that way, in a faithfull confidence, 
that hee can and will doc great workes by 
weake meanes, Should God haue ſtayd to 
leuie, and arme, and traine, and muſter,and 
reſent men cnow to dilſcomfit Sennache- 
rib? Hee tooke aneerer way; he ſlew al- 
moſt two hundreth thouſand of them, in 
one night by an Angell, Should God haue 
troubled an Angel! to ſarisfic Eliſha hs ſer- 
uant?

| ENCES , my doe beſt, if they withdrawe 
 themſelucs from engagements in vnnecel- 
faric Warres, for that, that oncly was [o- 


fabs ruine , Kings cannot alwayes goe m 
D o iP the 
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| cauſe, hee gaue the Princes of [ſſachar a 
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| the ſight of Men, and ſo they loſe their 
thankes; but they. cannot goc out of the 
ſight of God, and there they neuer loſe 
their reward: For the Lord that ſees them in 
ſecret , ſhall reward them openly , with peace 
in their owne States, and Honour in their 
owne Chronicles, as here, for aſsiſting his 


roome, a ſtraine in Deborah and Barakes 
Song. 

Andin theninth verſe, the Gonernors, the 
great Officers, haue their place, in this praiſe, 
My heart is towards the Gowernors of Iſrael that 
offered themſelues willmgly, Ir 1s not them- 
ſelucs in perſon ; Great Officers cannot doe 
ſo ; They are Intelligences that moue grear 
| Spheares, but they muſt not bee mou'd our 
of them. Bur their gloric hercis their wil- 
lingneſſe. That before they were inquired 
into, how they carried themſclues in their 
0ffices , before they were intimidated, or 
ſoupled with fines and ranſomes, volunta- 
rily they aflifted the cauſe of God, Some in 
the Romane Church write, that the Cardinalls 
of that Charch, are ſo incorporated into the

their owne wiſedome or power , may allo 
retard the cauſe of God; that ſtayed Dan be- | 
hinde. | 
Thus then they haue their thankes that | 
doe, thus their markes that doenor aſlilt in | 
Gods cauſe: though God to encourage them | 
that doe, accompliſh his worke himleltc, 
They fought from heauen, The Starres in their 
order fought againſt Siſera, T hey fought, ſayes

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theText,but does not tell ys who; leaſt men 
ſhould dirc& their thankes for that which 1s 
paſt, or their prayers for future benefits, to 
any other, euen1n heaucn,then to God him- 
ſelfe. The ſtars are nam'd; It could not be 
feared that Men would pray tothem, facri- 
ficeto them; Angels & Saints are not named, 
Men might come to aſcribe tothem , that 
which apperrained to God onely, Now theſe 
Stars, fayes the text,fought in their conrſes, Ma- 
nentes in Ordine, they fought nor diſorderly, 
It was no Enchantment,no Sorcery,no diſord- 
ring of the frame, or the powers, or the 1n- 
fAuence of thefc heauenly bodies, in fauor 
of the Iſraelites; God would not be behol- 
den to the Deuill, or to Witches , for his belt 
friends, It was no diſorderly Enchantment, 
nor it was no Miracle, that diſordered theſe 
Starres; as in Joſuahs time, the Sunne and 
Moone were diſordred in their Motions; But 
as Toſephur , who relates this battaile more 
parricularly,ſayes,with whom all agree, The 
naturall Infinence of theſe heauenly bodzes, at this 
time, had created and gathered ſuch ftormes and 
hayles, as blowing vehemently inthe Enemies 
face , was the cauſe of this defeate : for ſo wee 
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| might haue ſaid, in that deliuerance, which | 
| God gaue v$at Sea, They fougbt from hea- 
| wen , The Starres im thar order fought againſt 
the Enemie , Without coniuring , _— 
Miracle, from heaucn , bur —_ naturall | 
meanes, God preſcrued vs. Forthatis the 
force of that phraſe,and of that maner of cx. 
preſsingit, Manentes in Ordine, The Starres, 
 containm? themſelues in their Order, fousht. 
' And that phrafe induces our ſecond parr, 
the accommodation, the occaſionall appli- 
| cation of theſe words : God will not fight,nor | 
be fought for diſorderly; And therefore 1n illu- 
ſration , and confirmation of thoſe words 
| of the Apoſtle , Let all things be done decently, 
and in order, Aquinas, 1n his Commentaries vp- 
| on that place, cites, and applies this Texr, 
as words to the ſame purpoſe, and ofthe 
fame ſignification.

when wee are come to the handling there- 
of: And thus wee ſhall proceede; firit , the 
Warre, which wee are to ſpeake of herc, is

inimieitias; The Secd of the woman, and the 
Seed of the Serpent , wee andthe Deull, 
ſhould neuer haue fallen out; wee agree 
but too well; but God hath pur an enmity 
berwcene vs. God hath put Trath and 
Falſh1od , Jdolatrie and Sinceritie fo farre a- 
ſunder, and infuſed ſuch an incompatibili- 
tie, and imprinted ſuch an implacabilitic 
berweene them, as that they cannot flow 
into one another: And therefore, there, 
Maleditti Pacific, It 1s an oppoſition againſt 
God, by any colourable Modifications, to | 
reconcile opmions diametrally contrary ro 
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one another, in fundamenrall things, Day 
and Night may ioyne and meet. In Dilaculis 
and in Crepuſculis, The dawning ofthe Bay, 
inthe Mormng , and the ſhutting in of 

day inthe Euening, rake day and night 
ſo much one, as ſometimes you cannor tell 
which to call them : but Luz &' tenebre,light 
and darknes, Midnight and Noone neucr act, 
neuer 1oynd, There arcpoints, which palſi- 
ons of men, and vchemence of diſputation, 
hauc carried farther a ſunder then needed: 
and theſe indeed hauc made the greateſt 
| noyſe;becaule vpon theſe, for the molt part, 
depends the matrer of profit: and Beat paci- 


fict,bleſſed were that labour,and that labou- 
rer, that could reconcile thoſe things;and of 
that there might bee hope, becauſe it is ot 
ten but the Perſons that fight, itis nqr the 
thing, the matters are not fo different, Bur 
then there are matters ſo different, as that 
a Man may fit at home, and weepe, and 
wiſh, prayic God that hee is intheright, 
| and pray to God for them that arcinthe 
wrong, but to thinke that they are indif- 
ferent , and all one, Maledii Pacific, 
hee that hath brought ſuch a Peace, hath

make Contrariettes in fundamental things in- 
different, neuer make foundations,and ſi.

Euery man is a 
little world , fayes the Philoſopher ; Euery 
man is a little Church too, and 1n euery man, 
there are two ſides, two armies : the fle{h 
fights againſt the Spirit. This is but a Ciuil/ 
Warr? , nay it is but a Rebelonindeed, and 
yeritcan neuer be ablolurely quenched, So

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euery Man is alſo a Souldier in thatgreat 
and generall warre, betweene ( brit, and 
Beliall, the word of God , and the will of 
man. Fuery man 1s bound to hearken to a 
peace, in ſuch things as may admit peace, in 
differences,vv here men differ from men, but 
bound all to ſhut himlelte vp again(t all 
ouercures of peace, in fuch things, as are in 
their Nature irreconcileable, in differences

where men differ from God. That warre 
God hath kindled , and that warre muſt bee

If God had not ſaid to Noah, Fac tibi Ar-' 
cam ; and when he had ſaid fo, if he had nor 
given him a Deſeigne, a Modell.a Plat forme of 
that Arke, we may doubt credibly, whether 
euer man would haue thought of a Ship, 
or of any ſuch way of trade & Commerce. 
Shipping was Gods owne Inuention, and 
therein Letentur Inſule , as Dauid layes, Let 
the lands retoyce. So allo, if ( hriſt had not 
ſaid to his Apoſtles , Ite predicate, Goe and 
preach : and when hee bad ſaid fo, faid thus | 
much more , (4 non crediderit damnabitur, 
Hee that beleenes not your Preaching hall bee 
damned : certainly man would neuer haue 
thought of ſuch a way of eſtabliſhing a 
kingdome, as by Preaching. No other Na-| 
tion had any ſuch Inftitution, as Preaching, 
In the Romane State, there was a publique} 
Officer , Conditor precum , who vpon great| 
emergent occaſions, deprecations of immi- 
nent dangers, or Gratulations for cuident 


bene-! 
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benefites, did make particular (olleAs an- 
{werable to thoſe occaſions : And ſome 
ſuch occaſionall Panegyriques , and gratu- 
latory Orations for temporall benefites, 
they had in that ſtate. But a fixt and con- 
Rant courſe of conteyning Subiets in their 
Religious and Ciuill duties, by preaching, 
onely God ordain'd, onely his Children en- 
toy'd. Chriſt when he ſent his .4poſtles, did 
not giue them a particular command, te 0- 
rate, goe and pray inthe publique Congre- 
gation ; All Nations were accuſtomed to 
that , Chriſt made no doubt of any mans 
oling, or queſtioning publique Prayer , 
Ky: 7. any that, = es ſid ; Sic, oras 
bitis, Notgo, and pray, but, when you pray, 
pray thus, he inſtructed them in the forme, 
the duty was well knowne to all before. 
Bur, for Preaching, He himſelfe was anoin- 
ted for that, The Spirit of the Lord is vpon me, 
becauſe the Lord hath anointed mee to preach : 
His vn&tion was his fun&tion. Hee was a- 
nointed with that power, and hee hath a- 
nointed vs with part of his owne vnction : 
All power is giuen vnto me, ſayes he, in Hea- 
wen and in Earth ; and therefore (as he adds

That the vul- 
gat edition reads, Fiant honefte ; and then 
ſaies Saint Ambroſe, Fioneſte fit, quod cum pace 
fit, That i dine honeſtly, and decently, which s 
done quietly, and peaceably. Not with a peace, 
| and indifferencie to contrary Opinions in | 
fundamentall do@trines, not to ſhuffle re- 
ligions together, and makeitall one which 
you chuſe, bur a peace with perſons, an ab-; 
ſlinence from contumelies, and reuilings. 
It is true that wee muſt hate Gods enemies 
with a perfe& hatred, and it is true that Saint 
( hryſoſtome ſayes, Odium perfeFlum eſt, odium 
conſummatiſiimum, that 18 not a perfe& ha- | 
tred, that leaues out any of their Errors vn- 
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hatred. Bur yet a perfe& hatred 15 that too, 
which may conlilt wit perfection, and 
Charicic is perfection : a p2rt2&t hatred is 
that which a perfect , tha: 15, a charirable 
man may beare,vvhich 1s {till co hate Errors, 
not Per/525. Waen their 1nſolencies pro- 
uoke vs to ſpeake of chem, we ſhall doz no 


good therein, it therein we proceed not de- 


cently, and in order. (rift fayes of his 


| ( burch : Ternibilis vt Caſtrorum acies , It is p3-

ſelfe, bur him that ſent him, here wee ſhall 
preach nor him who ſent vs,Chrift Teſus,but 
our ſelues. Study to bee quiet, and to doe your 
owne buſines , is the Apoſtles commandement 
to euery particular man amongſt the The/- 
Jalonians. It ſeemes ſome amongſt them dil- 
obeyd that : and therefore hee vwrites no 
more to particular perſons, but to the whol 
Church , in his other Fpi#tle, and with more 
vehemence,then a {mal matter would haue 
required : Tee command you in the name of our 


from all that walke Inordinate , as the oulgat 
| reads that in one place, and Inquiete, as they 

tranſlate the ſame word , in another, di/or- 
derly , nquietly : from all fuch as preach 
ſuſpicionſly, and tealoufly ; and be the garden 
neuer ſo faire, wil make the world beleeue, 
there is a Snake vnder euery leafe, be the in- 
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Lord Teſs ( hrift , that you withdraw your ſelfe 
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tention neuer ſo ſincere , will preſage , and 
prognoſticate, and prediuine f1niſter and 
miſchieuous effe&s from it.

51.7 | rit # a ſacrifice to God , but a troubleſome ſpirit 
is farre from ic. I am glad that our Mmiſte- 
ry is called Orders ; that when ve take this 
calling , we are ſaid to take Orders, Yours 
are called Trades , and Occupations, and My- 
fteries : Law and Phijicke are called Sciences, 
and ProfeſNons : many others haue many o- 
ther names, ours is Orders, When by his 
Mateſties leaue we meet in our Conuccations , 
and being met haue his further leaue, to 
treat of remedies for any diſorders in the 
Church, our Conſtitutions are Canons, ( anons 
are Rules, Rules are Orders : Parliaments de- 
termine 1n L awes, Judges in Decrees , wee in 
Orders. And by our Seruice m this Mother 
Church,we are Canomci, ( anons Regular, Or-| 
derly men; not Canoniſt e,men that knovy Oy- 
ders , but Canonici , men that keepe them : 
where wee are alſo called Prebendarzes, ra-} 
ther a Prebendo, then a Prebenda, rather for 
gining example of obedience to Orders, 
then for any other reſpect. In the Romane 
Church the moſt diſorderly men, are their 

men

men in Orders. I ſpeake not of the viciouſ- 
neſle of their life, [ am no ludge of chat, I 
know not that : but they are lo qur of all 
Order,that they are within Rule of no tem. 

orall Law , within juriſdiction of no Ci- 
uill Magiſtrate , no ſecular Iudge. They 
may kill Kings, and yet can be no Traytors, 
they alsigne their reaſon, Becarſe they are no 
Subiefts, He that kils one of them,ſhall be 
really hang'd; and it one of them kill , hee 
ſhall be Metaphorically hang'd , he ſhall bee| 
ſuſpended. Wee enioy gratefully, and we 
vie modeſtly the Priuiledges which godly 
Princes , out of their pietic haue affoorded 
vs, and which their godly Succeflors haue 
giuen vs againe by their gracious continu- 
ing of them to vs; but our Profeſsion of ir 
ſelte, naturally (though the very nature of 
it diſpoſe Princes to a gracious diſpoſition 
to vs) exempts vs not from the tye of their 
Laws. All men are in deed,we arein Deed | 
and in name too, Men of Orders, and there- | 
fore ought to be moſt ready of all others 
ro obey. | 
Now, beloued, Ordo ſemper dicitur ratione | Acuin, | 
principy : Order alwayes preſumes a head, it al. | 

2 wayes 
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wayes implyes fome by whom wee are to 
be ordered , and it implyes our conformitie 
to him. Who is that ? God certainly, vvith- 
out all queſtion,Ged. But between God,and 
Man,we conſider a tvyo-fold Order. One,as 
all creatures depend ypon God,as vpon their 
beginning, for their very Being ; and {o eue- 
ry creature is wrought vpon immediately 
by Ged, and whether hee diſcerne it or no, 
does obey Gods order , that is, that which 
Ged hath ordained, his purpoſe, his proui- 
denceis executed vpon him,& accompliſhd 
in him. Burt then the other Order is, not as 
man depends ypon God, as vpon his begin- 
ning,but as he is ro be reduced and brought | 
back to Ged,as to his end: & thatis done by 
meanes in this world.What is that meanes? 
for thoſe things which wee hawe now in 
conſideration,the Church,But the body ſpeaks 
not,the head does.It is the Head of the ( hurch 
that declares to vs thoſe things wherby we 
are to be ordered. 

This the Royall and religions Head of theſe 
Churches within his Dominions hath lately 
had occalion to do. And in doing this,doth 
he innouate any thing,ofer to doe any new

thing : ? Do we repent that Canm,8 Conſtitu-' 
tion, 1n which at bis Mateſttes firſt comming 
we declard with ſo much alacrity,as that ir 
was the ſecond Canon we made, That theXing 
had the ſame authoritie in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, 

that the godly Kings of Iudah, and the Chriſtian 
Emperors in the primitine Ch wer had ? Or are 
vve ignorant what thoſe Kinzs of Inda, and 
thoſe Emperors did ? We are not, wee know 
them well. Take it where the power of the 
Empire may ſeem ſomwhatdeclin'd inCharls 
the great ; wwe (ee by thoſe Capitularies of his, 
that remain yet, what orders he gaue in ſuch 
caules;there he ſaies in his entrance to them, 
Nemo preſumptuoſum dicat;Let no man call this 


theſe caſes, Nam levimus quid Toftas fecerit, We 
haue read what Ioft » did,and we know that wee 


that I doe an oſurpation , to pr _ Orders in| 


haue the fam? » Authoritie that oft ah had. Bur, 
that Fmpercy conſulted with his Clearore, be. | 
fore he publiſhed thoſe Orders. Itis true, he; 
ſayes he did. Buthe, from whom we haue 
received theſe Orders, "did more then ſo, His 
Mzc:-/ty torbore,ull a repreſentation of ſome 
incoueniences by diſorderly preaching,vvas 


made io him, by thoſe in the higheſt place 
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'medy. Burt that Emperour did but declare 


1 of this kingdome haue not done it. Haue 


in our Clergie,and other graue and reuerend 
Prelates of this Church , they preiented it to 
him , and thereupon he entred into the re- 


things conſtituted by other Counſells be- 
fore : butyet the giuing the life of executi- 
on to thoſe Conſtitutions in his Domini- 
ons, was introductory, and many of the 
things themſelues were ſo. Amongſt them, 
his 70. Capitularie is appliable to our pre- 
ſent caſe, there hee fayes, Epi/copi videant, 
That the Biſhops take care , that all Preachers 
preach to the people the Expoſition of the Lords 
Prayer : and he enioynes them too, Ne guid 
nouum , ne quid non Canonicum , That noman 


preach any new opinion of his owne;nay,though | - 


it bee the opinion of other learned men in 
other places, yet if it be Non ( anonicum,not 
declared in the vninerſall (Church, not decla- 
red ih that Church,in which he hath his ſtati- 
on, he may not preach itto the people : And 
lo he proceeds = to ( atechiſtical Dofrine, 

That is not new then , which the Kings 
of Iudah did,and which the Chriſtian Empe- 
rows did. But it is new to vs, if the Kings

they not done it? How little the Kings of 
this kingdome did in Eccleſiaſtical! caules 
then,when by their conniuence that power 
was deuold into aforraine Prelates hand, ir 
is pitie to conſider, pitie to remember, pitic 
to bring into Contemplation , And yerttru- 
ly euen then our Kings did exerciſe more of 
that power , then our aduerlarigs who op- 
pole it, will confeſſe. Bur,fince the true 1u- 
riſdi&tion was vindicated, and reapplyed to 
the Crowwne,in what tuft heighth Henry the 
eight , and thoſe who gouerned his Sonnes 
minoritie, Edward the ftxt, exerciſed that u- 
riſdiction in Ecclefiaiticall caules, none, that 
knowes their ſtory, knowes nor. And,be- 
cauſe ordinarily, we ſettle our ſelues belt in: 
the Aftions, and Precedents of the late 
| Qweene of blefied and euerlaſting memory, 


knovv,and to tell them that knowv not, one | 
atof her power and her wiledome,to this 
purpoſe. When ſome .4ticles concernin 

the falling away from Iuſtifying grace, and 
other poynts that beat vpon that haunt, had | 


been ventilated , in Conuenticles, and in} 
Pulpits roo, and Preaching on both hides 


| paſt, 
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paſt, and that fome perlons of grear place 
and eſtimation in our ( þurch,togecher with 
him who was the greateſt of all, amongſt 
our Clergy, had vpon marure deliberation 
eſtabliſhed a reſolution what ſhould bee 
thought, and taught, held and preached in 
thoſe poynts,and had thereupon ſear down 
that reſolution to be publiſhed in the Yni- 
uerſitie, not vulgarly neither, to the people, 
bur in a Sermon, Ad ( lerum onely , yer bo 
Maieſtie being informed thereof, declared 
her diſpleaſure ſo, as thar, ſcarſe any houres 
before the Sermon was to haue been , there 
was a Countermaund, an Inhibition tothe 
Preacher for medling with any of thoſe 
poynts. Not that her Mateſtie made her felfe 
Iudge of the Doftrines, but that nothing, not 
formerly declared to be ſo, ought to be de- 
clared to be the Tenet, and Do&trine of this 
Church, her Maieftie nor being acquainted, 
nor {upplicared to giue her gracious allow- 
ance for the publication thereof. 

His ſacred Mazeſtie then , is herein ypon 
the ſteps of the Kings of Indah , of the ( bri- 
ſtan Emperours ,of the Rings of Eneland , of 
all the Kings of Enoland, that embraced the 

Refor- 
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Reformation, of Queene Elizabeth her ſelfe, 
and heis vpon his owne ſteps too. For, it is a 
ſeditious calumny to apply this which is 
done now, to any ne... 3-4 that riſes but 
now : as though the King had done this 
nowv, for ſatisfa&tion of any perſons at this 
time. For ſome yeares ſince , when hee was 
pleaſed to call he Heads of Houſes from the 
Vaiuerlity,and intimate to them the incon- 
ueniences that aroſe from the Preaching of 
ſuch men , as were not atall conuerſant in 
the Fathers, in the Schoole, nor inthe Eccleſe- 
afticall Storie, but had ſhut yp themlelues in 
a fey later Writers, and gaue order to thoſe 
Gouernours for remedy herein, Then he be- 
gan, then he laid the foundacion for that,in 
which hee hath proceeded thus much fur- 
ther nov, to reduce Preaching neerer to the 
manner of thoſe Primitiue times, when God 
gaue ſo euident, and ſo remarkable bleſcings 
ro mens Preaching, 

Conſider more particularly that which 
hee hath done now, His Mateitie hath ac- 
companied his moſt gracious Letter to the 
moſt Reueuerend Father in God my Lords Grace 
of Canterbury, with certaine Direfions how 
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| 


| 
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Preachers ought to behaue themſelues in 
the exerciſe of that part of their Miniſterie. 
Theſe being deriued from his Grace , in due 


courſe to his rexerend Brethren, the other Bi. 


ſhops, our worthy Dioceſan , ever vigilant for 


the Peace and vnitie of the Church, gaue a 
ſpeedy, very ſpecdy intimation thereof, ro 
the Clergie of his Iurifdition ; fo did others, 
to whom it appertain'd'1d to doe m theirs, 


Since that, his Mazeſtie,vvho alwaies takin 


good workes in hand, loues to perfe&t his 
ovvne works, hath youchſated to gine fome 
Reaſons of this his proceeding, which being 
hgnified by him to whome the State and 
Church owes much, The right Renerend Fa- 
ther in God, the Biſhop of Lincolne , Lord Kees 
per of the great Seale , andafter byhim alſo, 
who began at firſt, his Mareſties pleafure ap- 
pearing thereby, (as he is too Great, and too 
Good a King to ſeeke corners,or diſpuiſes,for 
his aftions) that theſe proceedings ſhould 
be made publique, I was not willing only, 
but glad to haue my parrt therein, thar as, in 
the None of God, I haue alwayes preached

ro you the Gofpell of Chriſt Teſus , who is the| 
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of a good conſcience, I might now preach 
to you, the Goſpel! of the Holy ghoſt,voho is the 

God of peace,of vnitie,and concord. . 
Theſe DireAions then, and the Reaſons of 
them, by his Maie/ties particular care , eucry 
man in the Miniſtery may ſee & write our, 
in the ſeuerall Regiſters Offices , with his 
owne hand for nothing , and for very little, 
if hee vie the hand oof another. Perchance 
you haue,at your conuenience, you may ſee 
them. When you do,you ſhall {ce, That his 
Mateſties generall intention therein is,to put 
a difference, beryveen graue, and ſolid, from 
light and humerous preaching. Origendoes 
ſo,vvhen vpon the Epiſtle ro the Romanes, he 
layes, T here is a great difference, Inter predi- 
care, & docere: A man may teach an Audi- 
tory, that is , make them know ſomething 
that they knew not before, and yet not 
preach; for Preaching is to make them 
knowrthings appertaining totheir ſaluation. 
But when men doe neither, neither Teach, 
nor Preach, but-(as his Mate/tie obſerues the 
manner to bee) To ſoare in poynts too deepe, 
To muſter -op their owne Reading , Todiſplay | 
their owne Wit,or Tanorance in medling with Ct- 
| H 2 wil 
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will matters, or (as his Mateftie addes) in rude 
and -ondecent reuiling of perſons : this is that 
which bath dravwven downe his Maieſties 
piercing Eye to ſee it, and his Royall careto 
correct it. Hee correQts it by ( hriſts owne 
way, Quid ab initio, by conſidering how it | 
was at firſt : for, (as himſelfe toright pur- 
pole cites Tertullian) Id verum qued primum , 
That is beſt , which was firt, Hee would 
therefore haue vs conuerſant in Antiquitie :. 
For , Nazianzen askes that queſtion with 
ſome ſ{corne , Nuis ef qui veritatis propugnas 
torem , -onins diet ſpatio, velut e luto ſtatuam 
fingit. Can any man hope to make a good 
Preacher, as ſocne as a good Picture? In 
three or foure dayes, or with three or foure 
Books ? His Mateſty therfore cals vs to look, 
Quid primum , what was farſt in the whole 
( hurch? And againe, Quid primum,vvhen-we 
received the Reformation in this Kingdom, 
by what meanes, (as his Maieſtie exprefſeth 
it ) Papiſtry Was drinen out, and Puritaniſme. 
kept out, and wee delivered from the Superſtiti- 
on of the Papiſt , and the madneſſe of the Anas 
baptifts, as before hee expreſſerh it : and his 
religious and judicious eye ſees clearly, That | 


all] 
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alt that Do&trine,which wrought this grear 
cure yponvs, in the Reformation, is contai- 


ned inthe two Catechiſmes, mthe 3 9. Arti- 
cles,and in the 2. Bookes of Homilies. And to 


| thele, as to Heads, and Abundaries, from 


whence all knowledge neceſſary to laluati- 
on, may abundantly be deriu'd, hee direts 
the meditations of Preachers. 

Are theſe nevv wayes ? No way new:for 


they were our firſt way in receiuing Chriſtia- | 


nitie, and our firit way in receiuing the Re- 


formation, Take aſhort view of themall : 


as it 1s in the Catechiſmes , as jt is in the Arti- 
cles , as itts in the Homilies. Firlt you are 
called: backe to the practiſe of Catechiſing : 
Remember what Catechifing 18 ; it is Inſti- 
tutio viua voce. And inthe Primitive Chnrch, 
when thole perſons , who comming from 
the Gentiles to the Chriſtian Religion, might 
haue beene ſcandalized with the outward 
Ceremoniall, and Rituall worſhip of God 
in the Church , (for Ceremonies are ſtum- 


bling blockes to them who looke vpon! 


them without their Signification , and 
without the reaſon of their Inſticurion) to 
auoyd that daunger, though they were not 
| H 3 ad- 
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admitted to ſee the Sacraments adminiltred, 
nor the other Seruice of God performed in 
the Church , yetin the Church, they receiued 
Iſtrufion, Inſtitution, by word of month,in 
the fundamentall Artides of the Chriſtian 
Relizion,and that was Catechiſing. The Chri- 
fſtians had it from the beginning , and the 
Tewes had it too : for their word Chanach,is 
of that ſignification, Initiare,to enter. Traine 
Tp a child in the way he ſhould goe,and when he 
is olde, hee will not depart from it. Traine op, 
{ay our Tranſlation in the Text; Catechi/e, 
ſay our Tranſlators in the Margin, accor- 
ding to the naturall force of the FJebrew 
word. And Sepher Chinnuch,vvhich is Liber 
Inſlitutionum, that is,of Catechiſme,is a Book 
well knowne amongſt the Jewes, cue 
where, where they are now ; Their Inſti- 
cution is their Catechiſme. And if wee 
ſhould tell ſome men, that Caluns Irtity- 
tions were 2 Catechiſme,yvould they not loue 
Catechiſing the better for that name ? And 
would they not loue it the berter, if they 

yemee leaue to tell them that of which I 

dthe experience. An Artificer of this Ci- 
tie brought his Childe to mee, to admire(as 


cruly

truly there was much-reaſon) the capacitie, 
the memory, eſpecially of the child, It was 
but a Girle , and not aboue nine yeares of 
age, her parents ſaid leſſe, ſome yeares leſſe, 
vvee could fearſe propoſe any Verſe of an 
Booke , or Chapter of the Bible; but that 
that childe would goe forward without 
Booke. I began to Catechi/e this childe, and 
truly, ſhee vnderſtood nothing of the T3i- 
nitie, nothing of any of thoſe ftundamentall 
poynts which muſt ſauevs : and the won- 
der was doubled, how ſhe knew ſo much, 
how fo little. | 
The Primitive Church diſcerned this ne- 
ceſsitic of Catechiſing : And therefore they 
inſtituted a particular Office, a Calling in the 
Churchof C atechiſers. Which Office, as we 
ſeein Saint Cyprians 42. Fpiſtle, that great 
man Optatus exerciſed at (arthage , and Ori- 
gen at Alexandria. When St. 4duguftine tooke: 
the Epiſtle,and the Goſpell,and the Pſalme of 
the day, forhis Text to one Sermon , did. 
he, think you,much more then paraphraſe, 
then Catechiſe > When Athanaſius makes | 
one Sermon,and,God knowes,a very ſhort 
one-too , Contra omnes Hereſes, To — 


| 
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all Herefies in one Sermon, did he, think you, 
any more then propole tundamentall Do- 
frines, which is truly the way to ouer- 
throw all Hereſies * When Saint (bry/oſtom 
enters into his Sermon vpon the 3. Chapter 
to the Galatians, with that preparation, Ate 
tendite diligenter, non enim rem -oulgarem polli- 
cemur, Now bearken diligently, ſayes he, for it 
is no ordinary matter that T propoſe, There he 
propoſes (atechiſticall Dofrine of faith and 
works. Come to lower times,vwhen Chry- 


| ſologus makes f1xe or ſeuen Sermons vpon 


the Creed , and not a feuerall Sermon vpon 
every ſeucrall Article, but takes the whole 
Creed for his Text, ineuery Sermon, and 


an houre long , will you not allowe this 
manner of Preaching to bee ( atechifing * 
Goe as {owe as can bee gone, to the leſuites; 
and thar great (atechizer amongſt them, Ca- 
niſuus, layes, Nos hoc munus ſuſcipimus : Wee, 
wee leſuites make Catechiſing our Profel- 
ſion. I doubt not but they doe recreate 
themſclues ſometimes in other matters too, 
but that they glory in, that they are Catechi- 


ſcarſe any of thoſe Sermons a quarter of 


fers. And in that Proteſsion, ſayes hee, wee 
| haue 
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|bee not ſo ſtill m— vs, wee hauc inter- 
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haue Saint Baſil, Saint Auguſtine , Saint Am: 
broſe, Saint Cyrill, 1n our Societie, and truly 
as ( atechizers,they haue ; as State-Friers , as 
fuits,they haue nor. And in the firſt Capa- 
citie they haue him , who is more then all ; 
for as hee ſayes rightly , Iþ/e (hriſtus Catechi: 
ſta , (hriſts owne Preaching was a Catechiſing. 
[ pray God thar Teſuites concluſion of that 
Epiftle of his,be true ſtill, There he ſayes, Si 
mhil aliud , If nothing elſe , yet this alone ſhould 
proucke cos to a greater diligence in Catechiſing , 
Improbns labor , &+ mdefeſſa cura , That our 
Ader ſaries, the Proteſtants doe fpend fo much 
time, as he ſayes , day and night in catechizing. 
Now, if itwere fo then, when he vvrit,and 


mitted one of our beſt aduantages : and 
therefore God hath gracioully railed a bleſ- 
ſed and a Royall Inſtrument, to call vs back 
co thar, which aduantaged vs , and ſo much 
offended the Enemy. That man may ſleepe 
with a good Conſcience,of hauing dilchar- 
ged his dutie in his Miniſtery , that hath 
preached in the forenoone , and Catechiſed 


after. Quere , ſayes Tertullian, (and he ſayes 


that with indignation ) an 1dolatriam com- 
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a mittat , qui de Idol is catechizat : Will any| 
man dou br, ſayes he , whether that man be 
' an [dolarrer , that caechiſer Children, and 
'Seruants in Idolatry 3 2 Will any man doubt, 
whether hee bee paintull in his Miniſterie | 
ih catechiſes children, and feruan ts in the 
lincere Religion of Chriſt Ieſres. The Roman 
| | Church hath ſill made her vſe of vs, of our 
| | fortunes, when ſhe gouernd here, andofonr 
cxample, ſi ſince ſhe did not : They did, as 
\they {ſavy ys doe; And thereupon they came 
to that order, in the Comuncell of Trent, That 
Upon Sundayes and Holydayes , they ſhould 
Preach in the forenoone, and ( atechiſe in the 
afternoone ; till we did both, they did nei- 
ther. Except yee become as little Children, yee 
| ſhall not enter to the Kingdome of Heanen, 
| layes (hriſt. Except yee, yee the people bee 
| content at farſt to 8 on the milke of the 
Goſpell, and not preſently to fall to gnavy- 
ing of bones, of Controuerhes, and vnre- 
uealed Miſteries, And except yee, the Mi- 
naſters and Preachers of the Gol pell,deſcend 
and apply your felues to the Capacitie of 
little Children, and become as they, and 
build nor your eſtimation onely ypon the 
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ſatisfaQtion of the expectation of great and 
curious Auditories, you ſtopp theirs, you 
looſe your owne way to the kingdome of 
Heauen. Not that vvee are to ſhut yp, and 
determine our ſelues, in the hci of 
Catechiſticall rudiments, but to bee ſure to 
know them firſt. The Ap9/tle purs vs vpon 
| that progreſle, L2t ws learne the Principles | Heb. 6.1, 
of the DoFtrine of Chriit, and 93 on to pers 
feFion, Not leaue at them , but yer not 
leaue them out : endeauour to encreaſe in 
knowledge, but firſt make fure of the 
| foundation. And that increaſe of know- 
ledge, is royally, and fatherly preſented to 
vs, in that, which is another limne of his 
Maueſties dire;ons, the 3 9. Articles. 

The Foundation of nceeſſary knowledge, 
isin our Catechiſmes, the Superedification , 
the extention in thele Articles. For they car- 

the vnderſtanding, and the zeale of the 
ableſt Man ; high inough, & deepe inongh. 
[In the third Article there is an Orthodoxe al- 
ſertion of Chriſts deſcent into Hell , who | 
can go deeper ? In the 17. Article there is 
| a Modeſt declaration of the Do&rine of | 

Predeſtination , who can go higher ? nei-| 
I 2 ther | 
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ther doe theſe Articles onely build vp Poſz- 
tive Dotrine , If the Church had no aduer- 


faries, that were ynough, but they im-| 


brace Controverſies too , in poynts that are 
neceſſarie. As in the two and twentieth: 


Article of Pargatorie , of Pardons , of Ima- | 


2es , of Innocations : and theſe not in gene- 
rall onely , bur againſt the Romiſh Doctrine 
of Pardons, of Images , of Inuocation. And 
in the eight and ryyentieth Article againſt 
Tranſubſtautiation , and in fuch tearmes , as 
admit no meeting, no reconciliation ; bur 
that it is repugnant to the plaine wordes of 
Scripture , and hath ginen occaſion to many 
Superititions, And in one word.,, we may 
fee the purpole and ſcope of theſe Articles, 
as they vere intended againſt the Romane 
Church , in that Title which they had in 


one Edition (in which though there were| 


ſome other things , that iuſtly gaue offence, 


yet none was giuen nor taken in this) That | 


thele Articles were conceiued and publi- 
ſhed, to condemne the Hereſies of the Ma- 
nichees , of the Arrians , of the Neſtorians, of 
the Papiſtes , and others. And therefore in 


theſe reaſons, which his Maieſtie hath de-| 


ſcended; 


. 
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ſcended to giue of his Dire#ions , himſelfe 
1s pleaſed to afsjigne this , That the people 
might bee ſeaſoned in all the Heads of the 
Proteſtant Religion. Not onely of the 
Chriſtian againſt Jewes , Turkes,and Infidels, 
but of the. Proteſtant againſt the Romane 
Church. 

The Foundation is in the Catechiſme , the 
growth and extention.in the Articles,and then 
the Application of all to particular Audito- 
ries in the Fomilies:- which, if his Matie- 
ſtie had notnamed , yet had beene imply- 
ed in his recommendation of the Articles. 
For the fiue and thirtieth Article appoynts 
the reading of them : both thoſe, which 
were publiſhed in the time of Edward the 
{xth , and thoſe which after. In'the firſt 
Booke, the very firſt Homilies are, of the 
Sufficiencie of Scriptures, and of the abfo- 
lute neceſitie of Reading them , ſufficiently | 
oppoſed againſt that which hath been ſayd 
in that Church, both of the impertinencie, | 
of Scriptures , as not abſolutely neceſlarie,] | 
and of the inſufficiencie of theſe Scriptures, 
if Scriptures were necefſarie. And in the 
ſecond Booke , the ſecond Hmily is againſt 

I 2 Id ola-\ | 
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Hdolatrie , and lo farre againſt all approa- 
ches towards it, by hauing any Images in 
Churches, as that perchance Moderat Men, 
would rather thinke that Fynilie to ſeuere 
in that kind, then ſuſpect the Fimmilies of 
declination towards Papiſtrie. Is it the 
name of Hmelies that Scandalizes them ? 
would they haue none ? Saint Cyrills 3 o. 
Paſchall Sermons, which he preached in fo 
many ſenerall Eſter daies, at his Arch-biſhop- 
rike of Alexandria, and his Chriſtmas dayes 
Sermons too, were ordinarily ex{crib'd, and 
rehearſed ouer againe, by the moſt part 
of the Clergie of thoſe parts : and in Te 
Mouthes they were but Homies. And 
Caluins Homilies vpon Iob ( as Beza in his 
Preface before them, calls them) were or- 
dinarily repeated ouer againe in many pla- 
ces of Fraunce : andin their mouthes they 
were but Fmiltes. It is but the name, that 
{candalizes, and yet the name of Homilia 
and Concio,-a Homily and a Sermon, is all 
one. Andif ſome of theſe were ſpoken, 
and not reade, and ſo exhibited in the name 
- | of a Sermon, they would like them well 
inough. Certainely his Maieſtie miſtooke it

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not, that in our C atechiſmes, In our Articles, 
in our Homies, there is inough for Poſttiue, 


inough for Contronerted Diuntte , For that 


Tfait, that intended to bring in the vwhole 
body of Controuerted Diuinitie into his 
booke, (vwvhom ve named before) deſired 


' [no other SubieR, no other occaſion to doe 


that, but the Catechiſme of that Church, 
neither need any ſober Man, that intends to 
handle Controuerſies aske more, or go fur. 
ther. 

His Mazeſtie therefore, who as he vnder- 
ſtands his duty to God, ſo doth he his Sub- 
iects duties to him, might iuſtly thinke, That 
theſe ſo well grounded Dire ions, might, ( as 
himlſcelte (; ayes) bee recein'd pon implicite obe- 
dience. Yet hee vouchſafes to communicate 
to all, who deſire ſatisfaftion, the Reaſons 
that mou'] him. Some of which I haue 
relared, and all which, all may, when they 
will ſee,and haue. Of all which the Summ 
is, His Royall and his Paſtorall care, that by 
that Primitiue way of Preaching, bis Subiefts 
might be armed againſt all kind of Aduerſaries, 
in fundamentall "tra, And when he takes

pleaſed torake knowledge. What could any 
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many of the people haue made ſiniſter conſtrufi- 


ons of his ſincere intentions, As hee is grieued at 
the heart, (to giue you his owne wordes ) to 


to Popery and Anabaptiſme; So without doubt | 
he is grieued with much bitternes, that any | 
ſhould ſo peruerthis meaning, as to thinke, 
that theſe Direfkons either reſtraind the Exer- 
ciſe of Preaching, or abated the number of Ser- 
mons,or made a breach to Ignorance and Super- 
fſlition,of which three ſcandals he hath been 


Calumniator, any Libeller on the other ſide, 
haue imagin'd more oppoſit,more contrary 
to him, then approaches towards Ignorance, 
or Superſtition? Let vs lay for him, Can ſo 
learned,ſo abundantly learned aprince be ſu- 
ſpected to plot for Jgnorance?Andler vs bleſle 
God,thar we heare him ſay now, That he doth 
conſtantly profeſſe himſelfe an open aduerſary to 
the Superſtition of the Papiſt ( without any 
milder Modification ) and #9 the madrefſe of 
the Anabaptiſt : And thar the preaching againſt 


much commended by his royall Maieſtie, if: it bee

done without rude and vndecent rewling. If ' (- 
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had affe&ted Iznorance in himlelfe,he would 
neuer haue read ſomuch, and if he had af- 
fected Ignorance in vs, hee would neuer haue 
writſo much, and made vs ſo much the 
more learned by his Books. And if hee had 
| had any declination towards Superſtition, he 
| would not haue gone ſo much farther,then 
His rank and qualitie preſſed him to doe, in 
declaring his opinion concerning Antichriſt, 
as out of Zeale, and zeale with knowledge hee 
hath done. We haue him now, (and long, 
long, O eternall God, continue himto vs,) 
vye haue him now for a father of the Church, 
a Foſter-father; ſuch a father as Conſtantine,as 
Theodoſ1u was,our poſterity ſhall haue him 
for a Father,a Claſfique father,(uch a father as | 
Ambroſe,as Auſtin was. And when his works 
{hall Rand in the Libraries of our Poſterttie, 
amongſt the Fathers,cuen theſe Papers,rheſe 
Dire&ns, 8 theſe Reaſons ſhalbe pregnant 
euidences for his coſtantzeale to Gods truth, 
' [and the meanetime , as arrowes ſhotin 
gheir eyes,that imagine ſo vaine a thing, as a 
defeQtion in him,to their ſuperſtition. Thus 
farke is from admitting Ignorance,and from |

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of their feares. And for the other tvvo, 
(which concurre in one) T hat theſe Direft- 
ons ſhould reftraine the Exerciſe of Preaching ,or 
abate th: number of Sermons, his Maieſtie hath 
declar'd himfelte to thoſe Reverend Fathers, 
To be ſo far from giuing the leaſt diſcouragement 
to ſolid Preaching , or to diſcreet and religions 

Preachers , or from abating the number of Ser- 
mons , that hee expefts at their hands ,that this 
| ſhould increaſe their number, by renting pm e- 
ery Sunday in the afternoon,in all Pariſh Chur- 
| ches throu2hout the kingdome,that prumitine,and 
m:ſt profitable expoſition of the Catechiſme. So 
that heere is no abating of Sermons , but a 
direction of the Preacher to preach vſetully, 
and to edification. 

And therfore,to end all, you,you whom 
God hath made Starres in this Firmament, 
Preachers in this Church, deliver your ſelues 
Iob 25: 5 from that imputation, T he Starres were not 
pure in his ſioht, ThePreachers were not obe: 
dient to him in the voice of his Lieutenant, | \ 
And you, you who are Gods boly people, ) 
and zealous of his glory,as you know from 
1 Cor.15 | St. Paul, that Stars differ from Stars in glory, 
but all conduce to the benefit of man : So,

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when you ſee theſe Stars Preachers to differ 
in gifts; yer, ſince all their ends are to ad- 
uance your ſaſuation, encourage the Catechi. 
2er,as well as the curious Preacher, Looke 
{o farre towards your way to Heauen, as to 
the Firmament,and conſider there,that that | 
ſtarre by which wee ſaile, and makegreat 
voyages,is none of the ſtarres of the greateſt 
magnitude, bur yet it is none of the leaſt nei- 
ther, but a middle ſtarre. Thoſe Preachers 
which mult ſaue your ſoules, are not igno- 
rant, vnlearned, extemporall men, bur they 
are not over curious men neither. Your chil- 
dren are you, and your ſeruants are you; and 
you doe not prouide for your ſaluation, if 
you pride nor for them, who are lo 
much yours,as that they are you. No man is 
fau'd as a good man,if he be not ſau'd as a good 
Father,and as a good Maitey too, if God haue 
given him a family. Thatſo,Prieit and peo- 
ple, the whole Congregation, may by their
